Trenton, N. J., Jan. 14.— President­ 
elect Woodrow W ilson, in In', capa­ 
city as governor of Ne w Jersey, sent j 


his second aunual message to the leg- j 
islature, which convened today. 
It 
was his last formal appeal to the leg­ 
islature for the completion 
of 
the 
program 
of 
progressive legislation 
for which he declared himself when 
he took office. 
Foremost among the laws advocat­ 
ed are a radical revision of the stat­ 
utes governing corporations, and bet­ 
ter laws in the matter of drawing 
juries. 
The 
governor 
recommends 
the commission form of government 
for cities, and speaks strongly’ in fa­ 


vor of economics in the state admin­ 
istration. 
In conclusion, he expresses 
the hope that New Jersey wljl ratify 
the constitutional 
amendments 
pro­ 
viding for a tax on incomes, and the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote oI the people. 
Tne gov­ 
ernor’s message 
was w ritten while 
the preisdent-elect was in Bermuda, 
aud constitutes 
his 
only 
political 
writing since election. 


Regrets Quitting Jersey. 
At the outs t of the document there 
is a personal note of regret at leav­ 
ing New Jersey, and an expression of 
gratitude and obligation to those who 
stood by him in carying out reforms. 
Almost without preface, however, the 
governor calls the attention uf the 
laity to the state’s corporation laws. 
W ith the hope that New Jersey shall 
never again 1 e called “ the mother of 
trusts,’’ the message is addressed to 
a legislature that is for the first time 
tiuring his administration, democratic 
in both brandes. 
The corporation laws of the state 
notoriously stand in need of altera­ 
tion, the governor says. 
They are 
m anifestly inconsistent with the in­ 
terests of the people in the all-im­ 
portant matter of monopoly, and as 
they stand, far from checking mon­ 
opoly, they actually encourage it. The 
whole country has set its face rgainst 
this method oí forming vast combi­ 
nations and creating monopoly, Gov­ 
ernor W ilson declares.
